Eskimo [ils. 


Just as civilisation, in the form of gin, 
undermined the charavter and physique 
of thé North American Indian, other mam- 
festations of modern progress in the 
shape of saxophones and tinned salmon 
are threatening to convert the Eskimos 
from one of the healthiest of peoples to a 
race subject to all the troubles of civilisa- 
tion... A missioner back from the inhos- 
pitable Jands of Northern Canada has 
been explaining the = situation. The 
problem, it appears, has been created by 
the Eskimos’ adoption of the white man’s 
food. and clothing. —Hadical changes in 
their mode of living have been too much 
for them: They have become susceptible 
to influenza, pneumonia and other 
diseases. ‘The death-rate hus risen to an 
alarming figure, and whole villages and 
settlements are wiped out. The Fskimos, 
too, have developed a curious obsession 
for all-kinds of mudern musical instru- 
ments, and spend so much time hunting 
for furs, to be exchanged for saxophones, 


flutes-*oboes and jazz-drums, that they 


have too little time left to lay in their 
winter food, The Canadian Government, 
I am told. sent four young doctors into 
the North-West territories to persuade the 
seven thousand Eskimos who inhabit these 
regions to return to their seal meat, fish 
and caribou, instead of tea, tinned soups, 
pork and beans. and to adopt once again 
garments of caribou skin in place of 
woollen sweaters. 


MACotoring Clothes. 


The other day, while turning the pages 
of an old, bound volume of a Dublin 
weekly paper, I saw a curious sight among 
the advertisements. At first glance, i 
believed the figure to be one of those 
American: surgeons whom one sees on the 
screen, swathed and masked and gloved 
beyond all hope of recognition, and look- 


ing even more terrifying than an Irish | 


surgeon in his operating kit. Then beside 
the picture I saw the words “ Motor 
clothing specialists.”” With a shock of 
horror; I remembered that people dressed 
like that thirty years ago when they went 
motoring. The voluminous garment worn 
by the lady in the picture reached to the 
ground—‘‘ and then some.”

Che Insect AConth. 


The recent spell of warm weather has 
brought innumerable insects into the open, 
and visitors to the country or the seaside 
have reason to regard their presence with 
mixed feelings. Undoubtedly, one of the 
chief delights of August is the profusion 
of butterflies: Peacocks, Red Admirals and 
Fritillaries, that flit from flower to flower. 
The Peacock butterfly is one of the most 
beautiful of all insects; the two “eyes "’ 
on the reddish underwings are blue and 
those on the upper yellow, so that the 
whole insect has been described as a living 
jewel when it is spread in the sun. During 
a dull interval the Peacock hangs on to its 
selected blossom with the wings closed, 
and might easily be mistaken for a piece 
of a dead leaf. I do not know what posi- 
tion the Red Admiral occupies in the 
insect world, but it must be one of high 
rank; for I have noticed that, when he 
chooses a bunch of flowers, all previous 
visitors have got to depart. . That beauti- 
ful’ migrant from Northern Africa, the 
Painted Lady, I have not yet seen this 
season. No butterfly in these islands has 
such a wonderful combination of colours ; 
the upper wings are orange, streaked with 
black and white, the body pale blue, and 
the underwings blue seamed with fawn, 
grey, brown and pink. Bees and butter- 
flies by day, and moths by night, are 
welcome visitors, and even the wasp, if 
irritable people did not pursue him with 
dusters, would be harmless enough. There 
is, however, another class of insects that 
we could easily do without ; the numerous 
horde of midges, horseflies, and gnats that 
settle on and sting the unprotected human 
skin. Some individuals suffer torture 
from these pests, while others are almost 
immune. For some years past the in- 
habitants of Sutton have been assailed by 
a virulent brand of mosquito, which is said 
to have reached the Port of Dublin in a 
consignment of fruit. I understand that 
the intensity of this insect’s bites varies 
with different people, but, fortunately, he 
is not the malaria-bearing type.

TO THE EDITOR OF THK IRISH TIMES. 

SIR,—Í seldom write on current subjects 
when my ideas are, as a rule, giving points 
to the powers that be, because the restlts 
are usually futile. 
down and out in a-few weeks of Fianna Fail 
policy, are now apparently-up against. com- 
pulsory tillage. Voliticians will produce a 
“grand ideal.” of growing wheat neces:ary

_ As an'example, on the advice of a farmer 
in 1918, I grew a crop of winter wheat. ‘The 
whole countryside came to see a perfect crop 
of magnificent grain.

Encouraged by the pecuniary result, I put in 
two crops in succeeding years in other fields, 
different soils, and in both cases the failures 
were such that I had to plough them in and 
sow oats in the spring. | oe: ) 
Now, if the omnipotent rulers who regulate 
their ideals will only listen to common-sense 
and try ‘to overcome their obstinacy’ and 
vanity, there are lands. of different soils as 
tha Almighty made them, some augmented by 
judicious treatment, a far larger area de- 
teriorated' by neglect and mismanagement. 
There ara sections of this State which ere 
the finest cattle-fattening land in the world. 
Yet [ was compelled in the world’s war to 
Freak nn land that produced June beef» Tent 
land will not now put the finish on cattle, 
It was ruined, the’ result: of political 
ignorance, ‘whose sole achievement was to 
Gestroy some of the ‘‘ world’s assets.’’ I ar 
fond of tillage, but had to reduce my area, 


due to reduced prices, but, also to the want 
of honest. or induetennti labonr, . The only 
chance for a tillage farmer now would be ‘to 
employ all the most modern machinery to cut 
out manual labour as far as possible. 

Many estates have been divided up, and 1 
notice the result all round. me. Some five 
hundred atres adjoining were split up inte 
twenty-nine farms. For the first year or two 
they were producing crops of every déscrip- 
hon, a beehive of industry. ‘Now. there are 
| four divisions stocked with cattle-and horses. 
The remaining plots produce meadow year 
ia and year out, which are auctioned >and cut 
as late as possible, having sown my land 
with millions of thistle-seeds. 

The politician luxuriates in this division 
of land, while the farmer deplores the waste 
and deterioration: Different ideals! . Some 
advocate tillage to give employment and. pro- 
duce ercps with which beef cattle can be 
finished; but our rulers’ have ‘cut out our 
markets; so why should ‘we prodhice beef, 
why till or. grow crops, why give employ- 
ment to men who put in time to draw their 
pay on Saturday nights? :

where partridges have been’ virtually wiped 
out the essentie] preliminaries to their re- 
establishment—the building up de novo of a 
breeding - stock, and its subsequent main 
tenance in adequate numbers—are not 
eompieted in= a year or. two. However 
favourab’e mav. he the immediate out- 
look for partridges in certain districts, in 
taking the long view the Association are: best 
consulting the interests of the country asa 
whole. 

Retovery from: wholesale losses in the par 
tridge community is a longer, business than 
wheré pheasants are concerned, because arti- 
ficial reartig of the former is not only a 
very expensive, hut a very difficilt- process. 
The system,' which Las been frequently tested 
in England, of penning‘ partridges in the 
same Way a3 pheasants requires. highly 
specialised knowledge,’ and usually breaks 

wh ‘because the birds will ‘not mate 
to .order.., Partridges are just as 
capricious as pheasants are promiscudus* in 
their matrimonial affairs. The importation 
of Hungarian eggs is a gamble; sometimes 
there. is‘a fairly high degree of fertility, but 
more often than not much ‘experise is 1n- 
curred for very meagre results. Moreover, 


| hand-rearing of partridges often fails over 


the question of food supply. Chicks must 
have natural insect food; if this is forth- 
coming, well and good, but no efficient arti- 
ficial substitute has yet’ been discovered to 
remedy a shortage. Young _ partridges 
artificially reared have a: habit of straying. 
and wastage under this head is usually wn- 
duly high.. ‘Generally speaking, therefore. 
the ‘application. of. the Euston  systein. 
and the :exchange of ‘eggs between 
different . districts and‘ estates, give better 
results. at far less cost than attempts at 
breeding in captivity. 


THE POSITION IN ENGLAND. 


Even in England, where, up to 1914, 
partridge: stocks' had always. maintained a 
fairly high level, the - post-war vs were 
fraught with nó little anxiety. Followin the 
two disastrous seasons of 1926 and 1927, 
many :Of those in. the best. position to 
judge were ‘openly: pessimistic as -to the 
future, and “that stocks improved again, 
until im 1930 “excellent results were 
obtained, was entirely due to the 


| careful management of partridge manors, 


winter and spring feeding, and a voluntar 
curtailment of ria Sa a conahdenabie 
scale. It was realised to a greater extent 
than ever before how. largely partridge wel- 
fare depends on the state of agriculture. And, 
although a few people of the old school still 
cling, to the idea that the partraye, in con- 
tradistinction to the pampered pheasant. is 
best left to work out his own salvation with- 
out huntan interference, this theory is largely 
if not, totally, exploded wnder present-day 
conditions of the countryside. 
‘In the British Isles to-day several factors 
operate against perttidgs welfare. The large 
turnqver of arable land to grass, the close 
clipping of ‘hedges and clearance of ditches 
have ieduced fpod supplies and nesting cover, 
although it may be conceded that these con- 
ditions are ‘not so conspicuour in the Free 
State as elsewhere. But tarring of roads 
deprives the birds of grit. and the system 
of turning poultry into the fields js a potential 
source of disease. ‘Food supply is also 
restricted where plorghing ís resorted to 
immediately » after harvest, and modern 
manures contain:chemicals whith are fatal to 
the insect life, on which the partridge so 
much depends, ee 

It follows then that.to get the best results 
‘uman, ageney must assist the partridge by 
the provision of cover and food. Improve- 
ment of ground is entirely a matter. of 
intelligent keepering. Ihe wise keeper

TYRANT DEPOSED. 


HOW THE TROOPS WERE

ME long history of “‘little wars “ on the 
se frontiers of Empire contains no incident 
more picturesque than ihe campaign 
waged by the Royal Air Force, aided by 
lraqui air and ground -letachments, against 
the recalcitrant Sheik Ahmed of Barzan in 
the ‘tremendous hills of Northern Kurdistan. 
A well-planned and brilliantly executed 
aerial offensive over what the official Colonial 
Oflice report styles “most dangerous’ and 
difficult country ’’ brought the rebel chieftain 
swiftiy to his knees, and peace reigns to-day 
in many villages which, for years, had 
suffered the oppression of a tyrant, whose 
power, cerired in en impregnable mountain 
stronghold, no ground attack could break. 
Operations opened in March this year, when 
an Iraq Army column, a flight cf the lram 
Air Force, and rather more than a squadron 
of the Roval Air Force moved north. By the 
end of the month the ground forces were 
far in the mountains at Birisia, and it wa 
near here that the aeroplanes + xtricated t 
soliders from a position of grave peril.

LINE . FISHING. 

Line fishing gave employment to almost 
half the total number of fishermen around 
the coast. The results were hardly so good 
as in 1930. except in the case of cod fishing, 
in which, thanks to plentiful supplies of good 
quality fish on the north coast, the landings 
were greater both in quantity and in value 
than in ihe previous year. 

55,611 crabs, valued at £431, and 88,44] 
lobsters, valued at £3,833, were landed. 


KELP AND. SEAWEED, 

There was a further gratifying increase in 
the production of kelp on the Northern Irish 
coast during 1931. The improvement wag in 
part due to increased activity on Rathlin 
Island and the County Antrim coast, but 
mainly to the participation of County 
Down in the efforts to revive the 
industry. During the year 113 _ tons, 
valued at £1,017 were exported from Porta- 
ferry, making, with 160 tons, value at £1,280 
from Rathlin Island and County Antrim, a 
total of 273 tons and £2,297 for thé year. 

The 1931 season was, on the whole, satis- 
factory in the salmon fisheries throughout 
Northern Ireland. The take of mature fish 
was generally good, migrations of smolts from 
the rivers to the sea were fully up to average. 
and the number of breeding fish and spawning 
beds in the upper reaches of the rivers was 
very satisfactory in all districts. No serious 
disease was observed in any river, and very 
injury was caused by flax water 
pollution. 

There was little change in the yield from 
the eel fisheries in Lough Neagh and :the 
River Bann, and in Lough Erne the total 
value of eels landed being again estimated as 
in the vicinity of £13,000.

PARIS MYSTERY 
UNSOLVED. 


DEATH OF BOURBON 
“ PRINCE,” 


From RevterR’s CORRESPONDENT. 
PARIS, Wednesday. 


Thirty-six. hours have: elapsed since 
“ Prince ’’ Edgar of Bourbon was found with 
his throat cut, prostrate and half-naked, on 
a chair in a shabby hotel bedroom, and the 
mystery of his life and death is, if anything, 
more obscure than ever. 

There have been two new. developments 
to-day. Firstly, a woman nained Signora 
Candeleria Bran Soler, who is allezed to have 
confessed to killing him in self-defence, has 
been locked up in the Petite Roquette prison 
after refusing to make any further statement 
to the examining magis‘rate, .ntil she is 
assisted by counsel. She remains perfectly 
self-composed. Secondly, the post-mortem of 
the dead man has been perforned by Dr. 
Paul. It revealed five or six deep razor 
gashes on the back and sides of the neck, 
and cuts on the finger-tips. | 
_ Dr. Paul deduced that the “Prince ' was 
in bed when he was first attacked, but he 
got up and tried to defend himself, and then 
collapsed in the chair. 


HIS OWN STORY. 


No. substantiation of the “ Prinee'a 
biography has been  foerthcoining. An 
excellent ranconteur, with the crand manner, 
he would relate that his mother was Princess 
Alice of Bourbon, his father the Emperor 
Francis Joseph, and that his mother was 
commanded to marry her uncle, tLe Archduke 
Aubrecht of ‘Hapsburg,. He would tell how 
he had been treated by the Emperor as his son.

MOUNTAINEERING. 


ENGLISH GIRL'S FEAT. 
arorrormúrhisnonnno :

INTERLAKEN, Wednesday. 


By a remarkable mountaineering feat, 
Miss Jean Howard, an English girl, has 
achieved the distinction of being the first 
woman to climb. the Eiger Mountain, by 
following a difficult route which few men 
have been able to take. 

Miss Howard: accomplished: the ascent 
of the mountain, which is 13,040 
feet high, in a _ two-days’ climb. 
The route she followed was ria 
Algiglen and the Mittellegi Hut, on 
the Mittellegi ridge, thence descending to 
the Liger glacier. This very dangerous 
and difficult route was climbed for the first 
time in 1920 by the Japanese mountaineer, 
Yuko Maki. In 1922 the Mittellegi Hut 
was built on the Mittellegi ridge to facili- 
tate this climb, the cost of its construction 
being borne by Mr. Yuko Maki.

Nationalisation cannot save the Free 
State railways, The experiment has been 
tried in many countries, and in every one 


of those countries it has failed. Even where 


State railways reveal. a high degree of 
efficiency and comfort, they are found. on 
investigation to be working at a loss, and 
the loss falls ‘on the shoulders of the 
citizen in the form of taxation. The main 
obstacle to the prosperity of the Free 
State railways lies in their huge bill of 
wages ; for the earnings of railway workers 
in this island, as in Great Britain, are 
out of all proportion not only to the cost 
of living, but to the earnings of similar 
workers in other industries. However de- 
sirable high wages may be in principle, 
they have no place in a declining in 
dustry—and the railways at present. are 
a declining industry. The professed object 
of the Free State Labour Party is to 
keep railway wages at the highest possible 
level; and we may be sure that, once 
transport was under Government control, 
those wages would not suffer the faintest 
shadew of a reduction. In consequence 
the railways would continue to work at 
a loss; for not all the proposed reorganisa- 
tion of the Free State’s entire transport 
system would set them on a sound footing 
so long as the wage bills constituted more 
than two-thirds of their expenditure. 
Whatever small hope the railways have 
at present, they would have none at all 
under State control. 

That part of the Labour scheme which 
insists on nationalisation is wholly bad. 
On the other hand, the remaining sections 
have in them the solution of the Free 
State’s transport difficulties. We com- 
mend the proposal to establish a 
Directorate of Transport. If a Minister of 
Transport had been appointed years ago, 
with powers to advise and to co-ordinate, 
but not directly to control, all the carrying 
services, the wasteful rivalry of to-day 
never might have appeared.

behind him President von Hindenburg 
commands an even wider respect. With 
General von Schleicher, the Minister for 
Defence, these men form a. triumvirate 
which, while it remains united, scarcely 
can be unseated. Turning to foreign 
politics, the Chancellor was moderate in 
his words, but definite enough upon the 
first essential of all German problems— 
that of the Fatherland’s unprotected. con- 
dition. He declined.to say whether or not 
Germany would leave the: League of 
Nations if her claim for equality of arma- 
ments were refused, but he did not hesitate 
to affirm that Germany would not submit 
much longer to a “ discrimination ” which 


reduced her to the level of a second-class: 


Power. Germans had no desire to arm; 
they were anxious only that the other 
nations should disarm down to their level. 
If so much were denied, however, Herr von 
Papen admitted that expression would be 
given to General von Schleicher’s threat— 


in other words, that the Fatherland would 
arm up to the level of its neighbours. 


Here he referred to Mr. Ramsay 
Macdonald’s sympathy at Lausanne in the 
matter of Germany's comparative, naked- 
A further point which the Chancellor 
raised concerned the lost. colonies. 
“ Germany,’’ .he said, “still has aspira- 
tions to get some of her colonies back.’’ 
This idea is not altogether new, and has 
found a measure of support even among 
some of the Allies, Now it may 
command closer attention; for it is im- 
portant that the von Papen Government's 
prestige shall be established more firmly, 
and a success abroad would accomplish 
much in this direction. It must be re- 
membered that, though Herr von Papen’s 
tenure of office is safe enough, the Nazis 
and that, while 
internal disorders continue, the Germans 
will not be able to play their full part in 
the restoration of the world’s prosperity.

At last the United States proposes a 
national effort to deal with its truly 
formidable problem of unemployment. 
The present number of unemployed persons 
is hardly less than ten millions, and the 
coming winter may aggravate the crisis. 
Hitherto relief has been ‘supplied wholly 
from private sources, in a fathion which, 
while often generous, has been usually 
unregulated and spasmodic, . States and 
large cities have established ‘‘ community 
chests,’ but’ there has been no có- 
or-ination between . them... Energy : and 
sacrifice have been. wasted; transient 
armies of the workles -are . fed . and 
sheltered en. route; drifting between dis- 


'tricts which’ have no cognisance of. one 


another’s plans. — Now a national. oom- 
mittee intends to. mobilise the welfare and 
relief forces of the whole country.”

FTER a careful study of the meteoro- 
logical reports and forecasts for to- 
morrow, Professor Piccard this evening 
came to a final decision to start his ascent 
into the stratosphere between four and five 
o'clock to-morrow morning. Weather con- 
ditions are excellent at the moment, and 
all the preparations are well advanced for 
the ascent to-morrow morning of the giant 
balloon in which Professor Piccard and his 
assistant, M. Max Cozyns, will make a 
second trip into the upper atmosphere. 
In his first journey into the stratosphere 


in May of last year Professor Piccard 
succeeded in reaching an altitude of nearly 
ten miles, the greatest height ever reached 
by man. 

Anxiety was felt for his safety, but 
eventually he landed without injury on the 
Gurgl Glacier, in the Oetzta Alps. His 
balloon was salved, and he returned to 


Belgium as a national hero. 


THE COSMIC RAYS. 


The professor modestly disclaims any in- 
tention of trying to break his own altitude 
“record ” on the present occasion, but as 
his object is to obtain photographs and 
data about the cosmic rays in the upper 
atmosphere it will be necessary for him to 
rise to a height of ten miles, and it is 
quite on the cards that he may set up yet 
another “' record,” 

Enormous interest and excitement have 
been aroused by his projected flight. All 
day long sightseers have been flocking to 
the district in thousands by special trains, 
charabanc and motor cars, and there is 
every indication that there will be a vast 
crowd to witness the take-off in the early 
hours of the morning. !

EMPIRE CONTENT 
PROBLEM. 


DISCUSSIONS KEEP 
DELEGATES UP.

TRENUOUS efforts are being made to 
clear away the remaining obstacles 
to complete agreement at the Imperial 
Economic Conference, and, following on 
the late consultation with the United 
Kingdom Ministers last night, which was 
continued into the small hours of the 
morning, the Canadian Ministers met at 
9.15 this morning and had a long discus- 
sion. Their meeting was interrupted by 
the necessity for attending the main No. 1 
Committee, which had before it the report 
of the Sub-Committee on Empire Content. 
There was considerable discussion on this 
report, which was finally referred te a 
áin á láise of three for the purpose of 
embodying in it certain suggestions which 
arose Írom the discussion, 
IS seems certain that the guestion of 
Empire content is so involved and 
intricate that the report of the sub- 


ing a specific percentage of Empire content 
to qualify for preferences, and will simply 
suggest the desirability of adopting 
certain main principles. 

It is probable that the Empire Govern- 


| ments will investigate the eae further 


after the Conference, and communicate 
the results of their investigations to each 
other, 

QUICK WORK, 

Smart work was done this morning by 
Committee No. 3 on Foreign Relations, 
the chairman of which is Mr. Havenga 
(South Africa). The committee got 
through its work, and adopted its report 
in the course of a twenty minutes’ meet- 
ing, thanks mainly to the determination 
of its chairman. It is understood that 
the report lays down no general policy, it 
being recognised that it is for the States 
of the Commonwealth to formulate their 
own policies. The repart, however, em- 
phasises the desirability of the Common- 
wealth countries taking any steps necessary 
to safeguard whatever agreements are 
reached at the Conference. It is also 
asserted that the report makes it clear 
that there is no intention of extending 
preferences to foreign countries. 

Another committee report to be con- 
sidered to-day is that of the Committee 
on Economic Co-operation, of which Sir 
Atul Chajterjee (India) is the president. 
The committee investigated many matters 
of interest to India, and dealt with the 
simplification of patterns of manufactured 
goods and the tests to be applied to the 
raw materials from which such goods are 
made. The Indian delegation welcome the 
possibility of acceptance throughout the 
Commonwealth of cotton and jute goods 
made to simple economic specifications as 
helping towards the nationalisation of the 
cotton and jute industries in India. India 
also stands to gain materially by the 
adoption of simplified standards of 
grading in agricultural produce. 


FINAL STAGES, 


The United Kingdom delegates also saw 
the Australians this morning, and, after 
the session of the full Conference in the 
afternoon, _ were due to meet the 
South African, Newfoundland, Southern 
Rhodesian and Indian delegates. In the 
case of all these delegations agreements 
are in the final stages, and will almost 
certainly be concluded to-morrow, but the 
text of them will not be published before 
the plenary session of the Conference on 
Saturday. In the case of the negotiations 
with Canada no formula of agreement has 
yet been discovered, but hope was ex- 
pressed in Canadian circles this morning 
that a way out would be found by the 
evening. Discussions between legal mem- 
bers of both delegations indicate that the 
drafting stage has been reached. 

The atmosphere at this morning s con- 
versations, it is understood, was much 
better than at previous meetings. From 
an United Kingdom source it is stated that 
the United Kingdom delegation was 
united in the proposals it put forth, 
although a difference of opinion in the 
United Kingdom personnel in respect of 
Russian dumping led to the adoption of a 
compromise proposal as a United Kingdom 
suggestion. 

The outstanding points of difference, 
however, are gradually narrowing down, 
and the outlook is distinctly brighter. 
The Australian requirements in regard to 
meat are pee more difficult than 
the question of Russian dumping, and it 
is understood that Mr. Bruce has dis- 
played remarkable fertility of suggestion 
during the past two days in an endeavour 
to bridge the wide gulf between his pro- 

sals and those of the United Kingdom 

elegation. 

It was stated that Mr. Bruce was 
digging his toes in, but in conversation 
to-day he declared that he had no doubt 
that a solution would be found. 

It is well known that throughout the 
discussions with the Australians the 
interests of United Kingdom agriculture 
have been kept prominently in mind, and 
a suggestion that they had been overlooked 
finds no confirmation in Conference circles.

AY) E shall be in office for a long 

time,” said Chancellor von 
Papen, in the course of an exclusive inter- 
view granted to-day. 

This positive’ statement was made in 
reply to a question whether the Chancellor 
thought his Government would be in office 
next Christmas. There was no question of 
trying to avoid the Reichstag, declared 
Herr von Papen, who seemed to be con- 
fident that an appeal to the common-sense 
of*the parties, who must realise there was 
no Government to replace the present one, 
would meet with success. Should, how- 
ever, a vote of no confidence be adopted, 
the Government would take action accord- 
ing to the situation which then arese, 
whilst having every intention to. respect 
the Constitution. á 

Asked what he had to say to Hitler’s 
emphatic denial that in his interview with 
him he demanded full power in the State, 


A VITAL QUESTION. 


In reply to a question whether Germany 
would leave the League of Nations if her 
claim to equality in the matter of: dis- 
armament were not recognised, the Chan- 
cellor was non-committal, but emphasised 
that this was a vitally important question 
for Germany, which could no longer sub- 
mit to this discrimination and be treated 
as a second-class nation. Should equality 
in security be denied her, the Goyernment 
would take the necessary action, as defined 
already by General von Schleicher. 

“Germany has no desire nór intention 
to arm,” said Herr von Papen, “ but she 
does want the other nations to keep their 
promises to disarm.” He added that in 
his talks at Lausanne with Mr. Ramsay 
Macdonald he had always found the 
British Premier entirely sympathetic to 
the German standpoint on the subject of 
her inequality in the matter of disarma- 
ment. 

““ Germany still has aspirations to get 
some of her colonies back,’’ remarked the 
Chancellor, pointing out that here again 
there was a cause of unjustifiable dis- 
crimination against Germany which would 
have to be remedied sooner or later. No 
diplomatic negotiations on these matters 
had, however, yet been opened, and 
General von Schleicher had not opened 
them ; for he was Minister of Defenee and 
not Minister for Foreign Affairs. 


HITLER’S ASSURANCE, 


Herr von Papen, who gave the impres- 
sion of being entirely confident. as to the 
future of his Government, expressed the 
hope that there was no danger of the Nazi 
Party resorting to illegal measures’ ‘to 
attain their ends. He had received an 
assurance from Adolf Hitler to this effect, 
and he had no reason to disbelieve him. 
In any case, the Government would not 
hesitate promptly to-suppress by force ‘of 
arms any revolt against its authority. 

‘As matters stand the German people 
are now again united more closely than 
ever behind their supreme leader, the 
Field-Marshal, and are full of confidence 
in his wise leadership,” the Chantellor 
declared.

FREE STATE RIOT 
RISKS.

RATES ADVANCED AT 
LLOYD'S. 


The Marine Insurance Correspondent of 
the Finencial News writes :—There was & 
considerable advance in the rates quoted 
at Lloyd’s yesterday against the risk of 
damage afising out of strikes, riots, and 
civil commotion in the Irish Free State. 

The minimum rate on small. private 
property was 10s. per cent. per annum, 
as compared with 5s. per cent. earlier in 
the week, while mansions and big estates 
were practically uninsurable. Motor cars 
remained at £1 per cent., a high rate in 
any case, while the rate on ordinary com- 
mercial risks rose from a minimum of 
7s. 6d. per cent. to a minimum of 10s. per 
cent., specially for hazardous risks. «+ / 

It is interesting to note that while in- 
surance companies in the Free State are 
accepting riot risks at rates considerably 
lower than those quoted at Lloyd's, the 
flow of business to London appears to 
undiminished. 

It still remains a stipulation that the 
assured shall not be engaged in political 
activities, and that he shall not have re- 
ceived any threatening communication.

Mr. Lo Wen Kan, the Chinese Foreign 
Minister, protested strongly to-day 
against the Japanese appointment cof 
General Muto as an ‘‘ Ambassador Extra- 
ordinary on a special mission to Man- 
churia ” (Manchukuo). 

Japan has explained that General Muto, 
though given fall powers, bears no creden- 
tials, but his despatch by the Japanese 
Government was described by Mr. Lo Wen 
Kan as “ the most significant act in the 
whole tragedy of conquest now being 
enacted by Japan in Manchuria. 

“It should be regarded,’’ he said, “in 
no other light than as a step leading to 
formal recognition of the present Man- 
churian régume of Japan’s own creation, 
and eventually the annexation of Man- 
churia to the Japanese Empire.”’ 

Commenting on the Japanese statement 
at Geneva that the Ambassador is being 
sent to ‘‘ supervise the Japanese Consuls 
there,” the Chinese Frreign Minister 


says “ it is quite true that he is not an 


Ambassador in the usual sense of the term 
—it is only one of the aggressive move- 
ments of Japan in Manchuria, and she 
need not accredit General Muto to an 
Administration born of and maintained by 
her own military prowess.

I consider the fact that the Committee 
were able to present a unanimous report to 
the Minister of Transport reflects the 
greatest possible credit upon the Chairman, 
Sir Arthur Salter, who lisplaved the utmost 
courtesy, tact and impartiality throughout 
the whole of the proceerlings. 

The report confirms the statements made. 
and published on many occasions prior to 
the setting up of the Committee, that the 
cost of the roads is not being oa P| borne 
by the various classes of mechanica! trans- 
port making use of them. 

3 r, it goes a long way. to support 
the view that if road transport is made to 
bear its proper share of the cost. of main- 
taining existing roads, and of construction 
of new arterial or by- roads, the rail- 
ways are, for many classes of traffic, and 
under certain conditions, the cheapest 
method of transport in this country. 


AN ESSENTIAL INCREASE. 

It is true that the heavier classes of road 
vehicles—both goods and passenger—will 
have to pay largely increased licence duties 
if the recommendations in the report are 
given effect to. But the figures in the report 
prove conclusively that this increase is essen- 
tial if the various classes of road vehicles are 
to contribute to the upkeep of the roa-s-— 
their permanent way—in projx:‘ion to thei: 
use of, and the damage they do to, the 
road, 

The report further shows that at the 
present time the railways are labouring under 
a dual penalty, inasmuch as their road com- 
petitors are enabled to charge lower rates 
and fares than are compatible with the duties 
they should pay, and, at the same time, the 
railways are bearing, through the incidence 
of local. rates, a heavy burden towards the 
upkeep of the roads. 

But it would be a mistake to suppose that 
if all the recommendations contained in the 
report were adopted, the British railway in- 
dustry would be restored to its former state 
of prospeity. This obvously must depend toa 
very large exent on the general well-being of 
the country itself. It can, however, be safely 
said that, if the whole of the recommenda- 
tions are given effect to, it will mean that 
the railways will in future be put on a much 
fairer basis of competition as against road 
transport than has existed hitherto. 


A ROAD DIFFICULTY.

SMALLER VEHICLES MAY CAUSE 
CONGESTION, 


In an editorial review, which generally 
commends the conclusions arrived at by the 
Salter Conference, Modern Transport ex- 
— the view that the increased sums to 
ve paid on the heavier types of vehicle will 
encourage the use of a greater number of 
smatler units, and tend to increase the density 
of road traffic. 

The new taxes, it states, will seriously 
affect large numbers of operators whose fleets 
have been built up under existing taxation 
procedure, and it suggests that some conces- 
sion might be made in the form of a rebate 
over a period of years on vehicles now: in 
service. 

It is anticipated that. much resentment will 
be expressed at the suggested increased taxa- 
tion of steam and heavy oil-engined vehicles, 
particularly from the point of view ‘of the 
necessity for encouraging the use of home- 
produced fuel. 

“ But;’’ adds the article, “no one can ques- 
tion the essential logic of this or any of the 
other proposals dealing with taxation.” 


EFFECT ON COAL TRADE, 


AN OWNER'S VIEW. 


A prominent coal-owner yesterday said 
that the Committee appeared to have ignored 
the effect of their proposals upon the coal 
industry, the miners, and the country’s trade 
balance. - It is estimated, he said, that steam 
vehicles on the. roads consume about a 
million. tons of coal per annum, and thus 
provide work for about 4,000 British mine 
workers. The proposed scale is absolutely 
penal as regards this class of vehicle, and, 
if ¢arried into effect, will drive every 
‘‘ steamer’ off the road, and necessitate the 
‘import’ of a farther 250,000,000 gallons of 
foreign oil and spirit, at a cost of over 
£6,000,000 per annum, thereby still further 
aggravating the adverse balance of trade.

MUSLIMS NOT UNANIMOUS. 


That Muslims are not unanimous in their 
attitude towards the Government’s decision 
tg shown by the statement issued in Cal- 
eutta écovil, té by Mr.. A. H. Ghuenavi, who 
was a member of the Round-Table Con- 
ference, expressing the view that Muslim de- 
mands have been completely ignored. 

Thirty Bengal Muslim leaders, including 
another member of the Round-Table Con- 
ference, Mr. A. K. Fazlul Huq, state that, 
while the award is a distinct advance on 
the present situation, it ‘is disappointing that 
the wtnanswerable claims of the Ben al 
Muslims to majority representation on the 
Bengal Legislature have not been recognised. 

The todas delegation at Ottawa were 
enerally reticent as to their views on the 
ommunal award, though Mr. R. C. K. Chetty 
expressed the hope that the communities 
would still agree between themselves, which 
was a more important aspect of any settle- 
a than the number of seats allotted to 
each. 


PUNJAB PROBLEM. 

Haji Abduilah Haroon, a member of the 
Legislature, expressed the view to Reuter’s 
Ottawa Correspondent that the Punjab 
decision could not be satisfactory. He 
appealed to Muslims in India to consider the 
award calmly and seriously; to consolidate 
their present advantages, and to prepare a 
programme for the future. He hoped that it 
would still be possible for the different com- 
munities in India to settle their own future, 
thereby creating good-will and harmony, 
which would be of great benefit for the future 
advancement of India, 

Indian opinion in London, says Renter, has 
not yet crystallised. but comment tends to 
concentrate on the Punjab question. 

Mr. Nanak Chand Pandit, a Hindu member 
of the Punjah Legislative Council since 1925. 
expressed the opinion that the award was 
likely to create a ferment in the Punjab, and 
he des#ribed it as a surrender to the Muslims. 
The Muslims, he said, had kept their 
“weightage” in. the other provinces, while in 
the Punjab they had been guaranteed a 
majority of fifty-six per cent. of the seats. 
The Cabinet -had thought only of Moslem 
majorities and minorities, ignoring Hindu 
minorities. He declared that the Hindus in 
the Punjab’ would prefer to have no advance 
In consiitutional reforms rather than com- 


-munal electorates. 


“VIEWS OF MARQUESS 
OF LOTHIAN. | 


TWO PRINCIPLES AND TWO 
OBSTACLES. 


The Marquess of Lothian (Under Secretary 
for India) spoke on India last night at 
Fallodon, where Viscount Grey of Falloden 
was the host at a Liberal féte. 

Referring to the fact that the Government 


had just given their provisional decision on | 


the Communal problem, Lord Lothian said — 


“We are, therefore, now on the eve of what 


will undoubtedly prove a most momentous 
session of Parliament, so far as India is con- 
cerned.. There are, 1 think, two broad 
principles which have emerged from the 
delibefations and discussions of the last few 
years, and which must underlie any proposals 
which will be sabmitted to Parliament, 

The first is that they must give effect to 
the principle of responsible Government, as 
set forth in whe famous pronouncement ¢i 
August, 1917, amplified and reinforced. by 
the Prime Minister s declaration of December 
last, which was approved by both Houses of 
Parliament. . 

The second principle is the paramount im- 
portance of maintaining the unity of India. 

The task of translatug this broad policy

The Free State Department of Justice have

“ Repeated references have appeared in the 
Press to the delay in distributing the 
hospitals’ share of the proceeds of sweep- 
stakes.

130,000 TONS TO BE 
‘* RETIRED,”

ROME, Wednesday. 

The “ retirement’ ‘of 130,000 tons of 
Italian naval «tonnage, including two 
battleships, three cruisers, nine light 
cruisers, and a number of destroyers and 
submarines, is announced here to-day. 

The ships involved will not be scrapped 
Their. armament will be removed, but the 
ships themselves will be kept available, 
and in such condition as to be of service in 
the event of a sudden emergency. 

The ‘‘retirement’’ will be carried 
out véry gradually, and as new warships 
are sent out from the dockyards they will 
be manned by crews from the “' retired ”’ 
vessels.
